A UNIVERSITY of Illinois scientist 

believes that we in this country are 
losing our sense of values. I agree with 
him and I think Defender readers will 
agree with him, too. 


Dr. Andrew C. Ivy says, “There must 
be something drastically wrong with our 
sense of. values, when we, as a nation, 
allow without protest the terrible ruin- 
ation of human life caused by the use of 
alcoholic beverages.” 


Here is a part of what he means by 
terrible ruination: The number of al- 
coholics is increasing at the rate of a 
half million a year. There are already 
eight million known alcoholics. Twenty 
thousand persons die and 400,000 are 
injured annually in accidents caused by 
drunken drivers. 


Where is the logic to this sort of 
thing? I found an indisputable answer 
to this question in a church bulletin 
which recently came across my desk. 
The allegory speaks for itself.

Just suppose there were 170 million 
cows in America. Let’s suppose there is 
an industry doing a great business sell- 
ing a certain kind of hay, called Old 
Scarecrow. While made entirely from 
locoweed, this hay is alluringly describ- 
ed as a blend of old straw aged in the 
cornfield. As a result, cows by the mil- 
lion turn from their sober diet of al- 
falfa and begin chewing Old Scarecrow. 


Now let’s suppose that this stuff makes 
the cows do silly things such as running 
into barbed wire fences, jumping off 
bridges, or running into automobiles 
— so much that a half million are killed 
or injured each year. 


Suppose milk production is cut down 

ause the users of Old Scarecrow lose 
fifty million ““cow-days” a year. ‘Suppose 
the life expectancy of the cows who chew 
It regularly is reduced by an average of 
twelve per cent. Suppose that it makes 
eight million of the cows so sick that 
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much of the time they are useless, and 
suppose that for every one that is cured, 
the industry makes ten more Old Scare- 
crow addicts. Suppose that caring for 
the victims of Old Scarecrow requires 
eighty per cent of the farmer’s time. 


And now, just suppose that in spite 
of all this, the merchants of this fatal 
fodder are allowed to advertise the stuff 
in every pasture, so that on almost every 
fence there appears large pictures of 
contented “Cows of Distinction” munch- 
ing away on Old Scarecrow. And sup- 
pose that the manufacturers of Old 
Scarecrow are making a tremendous 
prefit out of all this trouble and tragedy 
they cause the farmer. 


How would you expect the farmers to 
take to all this? Would you expect them 
to take it sitting down? Or would you 
expect them to stand up and say to the 
producers of Old Scarecrow, “That ain’t 
hay,” and then put forth an effort to 
protect their cows by banning the ad- 
vertising and promotion of Old Scare- 
crow from the range? 


And now suppose that you cared as 
much about your children and your fel- 
lowmen as you would expect the farmer 
to care about his cows? What would 
you do about drinking?

Do we not have to agree that the 
scientist was right? Our values have 
become twisted! We wouldn’t think 
of exposing our domestic animals to 
the health menace to which Americans 
are being exposed. And yet very little 
is being done, says Dr. Ivy, to protect 
the public from the disastrous effects of 
alcoholism. 


If we are not to lose our sense of 
values altogether, then Christians must 
do something about the liquor traffic. 
In the past, aroused Christians have 
been a strong force in turning the tide 
against evil. Aroused Christians can 
be a “saving” element in society today.

Editor’s Note: The accompanying address was 
delivered earlier in the year by Congressman Walter 
at Wyoming Monument Commemorative Exercises, 
held at Monument Grounds, located at Wyoming, 
Pennsylvania. Congressman Walter has made a name 
for himself around the world as a ‘Fighter For Free- 
dom,” particularly in his rofl as Chairman of the 
Committee On Un-American Activities. 





(COME WITH ME as we walk back 

through the corridors of time a cen- 
tury and a half and more. We find our- 
selves right here in this beautiful valley 
which is the favorite gathering place of 
Indian tribes who come from miles 
around. 


Here we see the six nations of the 
Iroquois in their tribal conferences, and 
here we see an area which the white 
man covets. Then we see the Indians, 
over the strong opposition of King Hed- 
rick, greatest of the Mohawk chiefs, 
deeding this very land to the white man. 


As we linger in this valley, the shot 
heard around the world pierces the quiet 
of this very air. The Revolutionary War 
begins. Practically all of the able-bodied 
men leave here to serve in Washington’s 
— to fight for freedom from British 
rule. 


The attraction of this valley does not 
go unheeded, for now we are in June 
of 1778, and we witness a combined 
force of Indians, British troops, and 
Tories under General Butler, who have 
set out from the village of Queen Esther, 
then the Iroquois monarch in New York. 
They have traveled by canoe down the 
Susquehanna. 


By July first they have captured the 
northern half of the valley and have 
reached Mount Lookout, leaving behind 
them a trail of blood and death. Their 
progress through the valley is marked 
by methodical massacre of everyone who 
falls into their hands — men, women, 
and children. 


We now behold them as they stand 
astride Mount Lookout, where they map 
their plans to pillage and sack the re- 
maining villages. 


In the valley, beside the women and 
children, there are only old men, boys 
too young to serve in Washington’s

Army, and men of military age, too sick 
to serve. 


Under the leadership of Colonels 
Zebulon Butler and Nathan Denison, 
they organize a force some three hun- 
dred strong. Though outnumbered three 
to one, they march out of Forty Fort 
on the morning of July 3, 1778, to meet 
an enemy they know they have no 
chance of defeating. 


The British troops wait in their con- 
cealed positions until the Americans are 
within three hundred feet — and then 
open fire. The Indians attack and fold 
the left flank of the American force. 


A Costly Battle 


The battle itself lasts scarcely thirty 
minutes. The American ranks are deci- 
mated. The survivors surrender or try 
to flee. 


The end of the battle, however, does 
not mean that the blood letting is to 
end. Instead, it marks the beginning 
of the Wyoming massacre which lasts 
until at least the following morning. 


On the battlefield and around the In- 
dian campfires that night, we see Amer- 
icans who had surrendered honorably 
on the field of battle and other inhabi- 
tants of the valley who had been captur- 
ed, being put to death by savage tor- 
ture. Some have their bodies pierced 
by spears. Others are burned at the 
stake. 


We grimace as we look toward Bloody 
Rock and see over a dozen Americans 
executed by Queen Esther herself. We 
shudder as the Indians hold them — one 
by one — singing the Indian death 
chant, while Queen Esther crushes their 
skulls with a huge maul. 


Slowly you and I plod back again to 
the Twentieth Century, and we find our- 
selves today with certain questions 
which we must ask. 


Why did this feeble band not flee as 
soon as word of the advancing enemy 
forces reached them? Did they not real- 
ize the futility of engaging in mortal 
combat an enemy that outnumbered 
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them; that was fresh from victory after 
victory; that was infinitely better equip. 
ped and trained? 


My friends, the answer to these ques- 
tions rings through the ages until today. 
It is this — that there are certain causes 
for which men are willing to give their 
lives. 


“Give me liberty or give me death” — 
“T regret that I have but one life to give 
for my country.” Where are these voices 
today? 


Instead, we hear, “I would rather 
crawl on my knees to Moscow, than die 
under an atom bomb.” Or — “It would 
be befter to live under Communism than 
to risk death and destruction in a ther- 
mo-nuclear war.” 


If we could bring to this scene today 
those brave men and boys who were 
massacred here 182 years ago, I am 
confident they would utter these words: 


“We would rather that our bodies be 
blown to bits by all the destructive phy- 
sical force of the international Commu- 
nist empire, than to succumb to Com- 
munism which destroys the soul and the 
mind, as well as the body.” 


The Congress Petitioned 


Was the Battle of Wyoming — and 
the Wyoming Massacre — a needless 
waste of Amercian lives? An 1837 pe- 
tition to the Congress from the people 
of this valley made the following state- 
ment: 


“The blood and tears shed at Wyoming were not 
shed in vain. Perhaps few incidents during the war 
provoked stronger sensations of horror and pity, 
throughout Europe, than the Wyoming Massacre. 
Perhaps few circumstances had so powerful a tend- 
ency to discredit, in public estimation, the arms and 
efforts of the enemy or had a stronger influence in 
arousing people of the whole civilized world in be- 
half of the American cause.” 


Yes, hundreds of people died in this 
valley on July 3, 1778. But they did not 
die in vain. Their blood, their sacrifice, 
not only strengthened the resolve of 
the American armies, but were vital 
factors in rallying world support to the 
cause of the colonies. In this sense, it 
was a defeat for the enemy. In death, 
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the people of this valley achieved a vic- 
tory. 

A little over three years ago, the peo- 
ple of Hungary rose up against their 
Communist oppressors in what was 
deemed a completely hopeless cause. To 
the amazement of the world, they utter- 
ly defeated the Red occupation armies 
and won a complete initial victory. Then 
the Soviet Union threw in new massive 
forces. 


The Hungarians begged the free 
world, in God’s name, to help them. But 
the most powerful free nations on earth 
responded with nothing but pious words 
and phrases, and, since that time, have 
welcomed the “Butcher of Budapest” 
everywhere within their borders. 


And so the people of Hungary were 
slaughtered by the tens of thousands. 
Many thousands more were shipped off 
to slave labor camps in Siberia — and 
Hungary today still lives under Com- 
munist tyranny. 


Did the Hungarian Freedom Fighters 
die in vain? Like the Wyoming Valley 
Army, will they win a victory in defeat? 


To paraphrase the petition of the peo- 
ple of this valley to Congress in 1837, 
few incidents “provoked stronger sensa- 
tions of horror and pity” than the Hun- 
garian Massacre and few circumstances 
“had so powerful a tendency to discredit 
... the arms and efforts of the enemy 
or had a stronger influence in rousing 
the people of the whole civilized world” 
in behalf of the Hungarian and the 
whole anti-Communist cause. 


Time Will Tell 


May I again ask — did the Hungar- 
ian Freedom Fighters die in vain? The 
answer to that question will not be 
known until history records the last 
battle in the struggle between Commu- 
nism and the forces of freedom. 


In the ascendency of the Communist 
conspiracy, it is reliably estimated that 
at least forty million human souls have 
been murdered. In Red China alone, 
the most conservative estimates are that 
twenty million human souls have been 
crushed by this human meat grinder. 


It is almost impossible for us, as we 
stand in this peaceful valley, to compre- 
hend just what these statistics impart. 
All the wars in history have not taken 
anything like this number of human 
lives. Let me give you at least a faint 
idea of what these statistics mean. 


Let us suppose that when this cere- 
mony is ended we were to embark on a 
tour that took us to every corner of our 
Native state, the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, and that, after we had cover- 

every inch of its territory from north 
to south and east to west, we went into 
the neighboring state of New Jersey and 
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did the same thing there; then we trav- 
eled south to Delaware; west again 
through every mile of the state of Mary- 
land; then into the District of Columbia, 
our Nation’s capital; and finally all 
through the state of Virginia. 


Let us suppose that on this tour we 
saw not a living soul, but that every- 
where we went in each one of these six 
formerly populous states we saw noth- 
ing but corpses — thousands, hundreds 
of thousands, millions of them. 


We would then have some idea of 
what, according to the most conserva- 
tive estimates, the Communists have 
done to the people of China alone. 


West Virginia, Kentucky, and Ohio 
would be added to the list if I were to 
use the higher estimates of the human 
slaughter committed by the Chinese 
Reds. It would be beyond our ability 
to imagine, even in a gruesome night- 
mare, each one of these millions of 
deaths taking place one by one — many 
of them as a result of fiendish torture. 


This is an appalling picture painted 
by a monstrously inhuman regime — a 
regime which some people in this coun- 
try and some of our allies say should 
be recognized by the United States and 
admitted to the United Nations as a 
“peace-loving” nation. 


What Of America’s Future? 


Today, we hope that, with God’s 
grace, nothing like what has happened 
in Russia, inescs, in China, Tibet, 
and Eastern Europe will ever take place 
in this country. But we must not think 
that it cannot possibly take place here. 


Our enemy is rapidly extending his 
power throughout the world. His agents 
are growing in strength in every nation 
that has so far been spared Red blood 
letting. To date, we have failed to stop 
him. 

Today, he is not only entrenched 
ninety miles from our shores, but has 
thousands of agents within our borders. 
They are in our schools, our PTA’s, our 
churches, civic groups, our entertain- 


ment media — in every phase of our 
national life — and are growing in 
strength. 


This I know from incontrovertible 
evidence and testimony presented before 
the Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities. The enemy is working day and 
night to destroy our freedoms and our 
government, just as surely and with 
as deadly a purpose as that of the Brit- 
ish, Indians, and Tories in the Revolu- 
tion! 


What can we do now to assure that it 
will not happen here? 


My friends, the hour is late. We must 
—Turn to page 8 
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begin today to do everything in our 
power to see that the enemy forces en- 
trenched in our society are eliminated, 
beginning on the local community level 
and going on up through the highest 
levels of our political, economic, and so- 
cial structure. 


We must insist that our Government 
do everything in its power to destroy 
the international forces of Communism 
which threaten not only our lives and 
our freedom, but every advance wrought 
by thousands of years of human civili- 
zation in every part of the globe. 


Today we know the enemy is at hand. 
He himself has told us so over and over 
again. And he has told us, too, just

what he intends to do with us. 
will bury you,” he says. 


Today, unlike our Wyoming Valley 
forebears, we have all the tools, the 
weapons, the strength. needed to defeat 
our foe. But we have refused — and are 
still refusing — to make full use of 
them. 


We lack the will. We seem to lack the 
devotion to freedom that all men must 
have if they are to remain free. 


The Enemy Within 
The Great Wall of China was design- 


ed and built centuries ago to be impreg- 
nable. Its massive strength was tested 
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time and time again by direct physical 
assault. But three times within a single 
generation, enemy forces pierced this 
barrier — not by reason of physical 
strength, but by bribing the guards. 


In this hour, we know that the milj- 
tary might of the free world is such that 
we can destroy in a matter of hours any 
aggregation which might unleash physi- 
cal attack upon us. Like the walls of 
ancient China, our armed might ap- 
pears to keep us invulnerable. 


How about the guards? At this very 
moment, while I am speaking to you, 
hundreds of Communist and other sub- 
versives who at one time were denied 
security clearances to serve on merchant 
vessels, have now gained coast guard 
documentation to serve on the merchant 
vessels, which are vital conduits for our 
defense — all because of strained con- 
structions by the courts which fail to 
recognize the conspiratorial nature of 
the Communist operation. 


While I am speaking to you now, 
traitorous Americans. employees of the 
federal government who were dismissed 
as security risks, have since gained re 
employment in the Government. because 
of still other decisions by the Courts 
which have all but destroyed our loyalty 
security program. 


While I am speaking to you now, the 
tie-lines and lease-lines carrying securit 
information out of the Pentagon itse 
and the North Atlantic Cable. are serv- 
iced by the American Communications 
Association, which is controlled, lock, 
stock, and barrel, by the Communist 
Party. 


While I am speaking to you now, 
traitorous American citizens who are in- 
ternational Communist agents, are com- 
ing and going around the world with 
United States passports issued to them 
because of the breakdown in our pass 
port control system. 


Yes, my friends, our freedom is at 
this instant imperiled, not by lack of 
military might, but by lack of the spirit, 
vision, and courage which prompt 
our Wyoming Valley forebears to chal- 
lenge with their all that force which 
threatened them. 


These are things we must bring about 
today as we remember and honor the 
spirit and the deeds of the early settlers 
of this valley and the way many of them 
died.

Much that parades under the guise of re- 
ligion, even the Christian religion, bears 
no resemblance to the genuine article. 
It can be delusive rather than conclu- 
sive, and even dangerously misleading. 
But there is no mistaking what a man is. 


His character can be pretty well de- 
cided by characteristics. For instance, 
what a man is can be largely determined 
by what he does not say. His tongue 
is a true revealer of his inner self. Ex- 
tremely diagnostic! The first thing the 
family doctor usually says is, “Stick out 
your tongue.” It tells him a lot. 


An alleged incident in the presence of 
George Washington illustrates. Paving 
the way for an indecent story, someone 
asked, “Are any ladies present?” Re- 
plied our first President, “No, but there 
are gentlemen present.” 
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It follows that one characteristic of a 
man of Presidential timber would be 
gentility, reflecting a clean vocabulary, 
and a reverent speech as well. 


It is inconceivable that a Candidate, 
who would dare take the Name of God 
in vain, should deserve the support of 
people at the polls. How could such a 
person enjoy the guidance and blessing 
of God upon his administration when 
the Almighty has already pronounced 
judgment upon him. It is written, “I 
will not hold that man guiltless who 
taketh my Name in vain.” 


Profanity and the Presidency are mu- 
tually exclusive! By any and every 
known way of reckoning, they do not go 
together. Whatever his political recom- 
mendation, or seeming qualifications, a 
man’s profane tongue betrays him for 
what he really is and disqualifies him 
completely. 


A cursing man is under the curse of 
God, though he be Candidate for Presi- 
dent.

Sooner would he trust 
the controls of the jet airliner, which 
carries him, in the hands of a “drinking 
man.” On the helm of the Ship of State

There is a verse in the Bible which 
certainly applies. “Liquor and lust de- 
prive thee of thy wits.” Now if there 
is something we can do without in this 
Nation, it is a wit-less President! Witless 
to even a small degree. 


His responsibilities, especially in these 
times, call for a clear mind not dulled 
by alcohol. World enveloping decisions, 
often crowded by frequent trips to the 
“brink,” cannot be trusted to an indul- 
gent, cocktail-drinking Chief Executive. 


“Wine is a mocker, strong drink is 
raging; and whosoever is deceived there- 
by is not wise.”

The Land Doctor Winrod Loved 


J. F. Ropricuez, D.D. 
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ARLY in 1931 we wrote Dr. 

Gerald B. Winrod, inviting 
him to visit the Island of Puerto 
Rico in the interest of missions. 
His gracious reply contained 
these words: “There is a response 
in my heart to your invitation.” 


Of course, he wanted to know 
more about this strategic terri- 
tory of the United States, located 
in the heart of the West Indies. 


Dr. Winrod learned that our 
Island came to the United States 
as a result of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war ... that it was early 
settled by Spaniards from Santo 
Domingo (now the Dominican 
Republic), who murdered the na- 
tive Indian race. 


When he learned the full story 
of this country, he shared it with 
Defender readers. His interest 
was so great that he accepted our 
invitation, coming to the Island 
in the fall of the same year 
(1931). 


During his stay among us, he 
visited cities, towns, and rural 
sections, preaching in the open 
air, in pulpits, by the roadside 
and over the radio. Crowds as- 
sembled everywhere he went, 
eagerly listening to his Spirit-fill- 
ed messages. 


It was in this way that the mis- 
sionary vision of the Defenders 
of the Christian Faith was con- 
ceived. Puerto Rico was allowed 
the privilege of being the first 
missionary field. 


Dr. Winrod made many con- 
tacts and left countless friends in 
this land. It was here that he 
had his first personal experience 
with missions outside the Con-

for the Gospel which brought a 
generous response, making it pos- 
sible to establish the Defender 
missionary work here and, later 
on, elsewhere. 


From his first visit in 193], 
until his home going on Novem- 
ber 11, 1957, Dr. Winrod’s con- 
stant attitude toward Puerto Rico 
showed great love and concern. 
This does not mean that he did 
not care for other countries. We 
are sure that he loved all peoples 
and wanted to cover the entire 
world with Christ’s message. 


He frequently averred that the 
only thing Christ left on earth 
was a message and it was his 
burden to take it to every person 
who would listen. This explains 
his travels in the United States, 
Canada, Mexico, the West Indies, 
Europe and the Holy Land and 
his radio sermons in the home- 
land. He was the Lord’s messen- 
ger to his generation. 


This is why he described the 
Defenders movement as a “world- 
wide testimony.” The Defend- 
ers organization is a testimony 
to the Lord Jesus Christ in all the 
world, for “we preach Christ.” 


Dr. Winrod’s love to human- 
ity was evident. His interest in 
taking the Gospel to every soul 
was convincing. His sincerity 
won friends to his program. His 
co-workers volunteered eagerly. 


I recall very well an occasion 
in 1932. He was speaking at a 
Bible Institute in the State of 
New York. A Mexican preacher 
who had not met our leader 
before, went with me to hear 
him. 


I introduced them, and after a 





tinental United States and the 

experience thrilled him. Traveling 
around the Island he met people in all 
walks of life ... lawyers, physicians, 
teachers, workers in the sugar cane plan- 
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tations. And they all responded readi- 
ly to his gracious personality. 


Talking with them, he acquainted 
himself with life among the Puerto Ri- 
cans.

‘serving the Lord in another branch of 


the Vineyard. But the short conference 
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with our founder put in his heart the 
wish of a closer fellowship, and he want- 
ed to join the Defender ranks. 


But, as Dr. Winrod explained 
“There is very little to join. The De- 
fenders is a consciousness.” 


Last year I met this preacher again 
while traveling through Texas. He still 
recalls our visit with Dr. Winrod in 
1932. He continues serving the Lord, 
for the Defender spirit is in him. His 
heart still feels a “passionate passion” 
for souls. He loves people, for his vision 
was changed in a simple, short conver- 
sation with Dr. Winrod twenty-eight 
years ago! 


To our leader, the most interesting 
thing on earth was people. And they 
liked him. This reciprocity is logical. 


A Missionary Experiment 


“It is perfect!” These are the words 
of a missionary statesman who knows 
the Defenders program (we utilize the 
services of trained native leaders, and 
do not rely on “foreign” missionaries). 
He lived among us for years and ad- 
mires the system because it is simple and 
practical. Dr. Winrod called it, very 
aptly, “a going concern.” 


All features of the Defender service 
in the missionary field are intended to 
minister to man in soul, spirit, and 


body. 


Defender readers will recall Dr. Win- 
rod’s well-written letters, strongly ap- 
pealing for used clothing, as well as for 
financial aid for the poor in needy 
lands. The American Defender consti- 
tuency always honored his calls for 
help, and the fields were blessed. This 
faithfulness continues, for which we 
praise God. 


Shipments were always sent promptly 
and workers distributed the merchandise 
among the needy. Many items were in- 
cluded in the boxes . . . clothing for men, 
women and children, watches, eye glass- 
es, vitamins, pencils, notebooks, shoes, 
literature for youth, toys, etc. 


I remember his satisfaction when 
traveling in the interior, preaching in 
outstations. “This is real missionary 
work,” he would remark as he recog- 
nized various pieces of wearing apparel 
sent from Wichita Headquarters which 
had been put to good use by natives at- 
tending the meetings. 


To see the usefulness of the Defenders 
ministry in this feature of Christian 
service was a reward to him, and a great 
encouragement. 


Chapel Witnessing 


Dr. Winrod knew the uplifting power 
of the Gospel. For this reason he 
launched the Chapel project, recogniz- 
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ing it to be a fruitful means of soul 
winning. 

In all his visits to the missionary 
field he enjoyed preaching in various 
Chapels, and listened happily to the 
pastors, as well as various members of 
their congregations. 


He always brought special offerings 
for all workers, gifts which had been 
entrusted to his care by Defender con- 
stituents. He discovered many oppor- 
tunities to help financially workers who 
were in need, and could read the need 
in the face of a man or woman. 


Many times he asked the driver to 
stop the car, that he might speak to a 
group by the roadside. He wanted to 
tell the old, old story of Jesus Christ to 
men and women in humble homes that 
we passed by. 


To travel with him from place to 
place, interpreting his message, was 
like seeing days of heaven upon earth. 
Our people remember him ... and miss 
him! 

Once he was touring this country in 
quest for souls. A Chapel man attended 
several of his meetings, following him 
from place to place. Dr. Winrod dis- 
covered that this worker needed new 
shoes and a new suit. He took this 
worker to a store for men and purchased 
new clothing for him. Then he gave 
him additional funds for use in his 
Chapel work. This is only one case of 
many which illustrates his Christian 
love. There’ were many such in his trips. 
What a wonderful, compassionate per- 
son! 


International Program 


Many persons, urged by God to win 
souls, wanted to contact Dr. Winrod. 
This was true in the case of the Indian 
Thomas Ortega, the African Paul Re- 
vere and dozens of others. Seeing re- 
spect for his organization in all parts of 
the world was refreshing to our leader. 


Dr. Winrod’s call was truly interna- 
tional. He understood there were natur- 
al differences between countries and 
peoples ... differences which do not 
consist of language alone. There are 
contrasts in foods, customs and the gen- 
eral approach to life as well. 


Such souls crave for God to dwell in 
all men. “And hath made of one blood 
all nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the 
bounds of their habitation; That they 
should seek the Lord, if haply they 
might feel after him, and find him, 
though he be not far from every one of 
us: For in him we live, and move, and 


have our being.” (Acts 17:26-28)

HE HUMAN MIND cannot fully 

comprehend the true bigness of God. 
We strive to weave various adjectives 
together in an effort to describe the 
many facets of His personality, but they 
are only inadequate attempts. 


In a very ancient volume called the 
“Book of Jubilees,” there is a legend 
about a conversation held by Abraham 
with a king. “Let us worship fire,” said 
the ruler, but Abraham replied, “Rather, 
let us worship the water that quenches 


the fire.” 


“All right, let us worship the water.” 
To which the Patriarch countered, “Why 
not instead worship the cloud that car- 
ries the water.” The king readily agreed 
to this proposal. 


Abraham then suggested, “Then why 
not worship the wind that scatters the 
cloud.” Once again the monarch agreed 
this was sound reasoning. But the citi- 
zen of Ur was not content to stop here. 


“Let us worship man, for he endures 
the wind.” By this time the old king 
was growing weary, but he agreed that 
it would perphaps be the part of wisdom 
to deify man.” 


Finally Abraham completed his argu- 
ment by stating, “We should worship 
God, who made fire and water and cloud 
and wind and man.” 








But just What and Who is God? 
How Big is He? The Thracian emblem 
of God was a sun with three beams ...

From majestic peaks rising out of 
fertile valleys, shrouded in cloudy mists, 
the sight of endless oceans and galaxies 
of stars — even to graceful wild life and 
fragile flowers — in each there is found 
some stirring measure of fulfillment to 
this age old question. 


The Giver Of All Life 


There was once a famous professor 
who was giving a lecture to a group of 
children about plants and flowers. He 
explained how the seeds became plants, 
how the plants became leaves and flow- 
ers, how the flowers developed seeds 
again. 


Then he went on to tell how all the 
different parts of a plant were built up 
of tiny cells, and how all these cells 
were filled with a wonderful substance 
called protoplasm, a substance which is 
contained in all living bodies and makes 
them live and grow.

At this point, one of the children held 
up a hand in obvious excitement.

In seeking to answer the question, 
“How big is God,” we must take into ac. 
count the true picture of His greatness 
as painted by Gospel music. It weaves 
the fine fabric of imagination into deep, 
vivid tapestries that reach the areas of 
truth beyond our vision.

This Truth has been marred only by 
hatred — man against man, nation 
against nation. Today, as in times past, 
the tides of hatred appear insurmount- 
able. Yet, remember, all the mighty 
armies of yesterday are gone forever 
and their suffering with them. 


Only one thing has outlasted hatred 
— the love of God. This then is His 
greatness! Our eyes tell us of His awe- 
some creation, but in our hearts we who 
know Him as Friend and Saviour can 
sing, “How Big Is God? He’s big 
enough to rule the mighty universe, yet 
small enough to live within my heart.”

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As he looked beyond the mountains 
to the distant horizon, he began to ask 
himself, “How big is God? How big 
and wide is His vast domain.” As his 
mind pondered on these things, a thrill- 
ing inspiration came, and a new album 
was born. 


Greg Loren chafed at the sudden 
seeming slowness of the jet plane which 
was rushing him back to his home in 
California. He was eager to arrive so 
work could commence on the recording 
of songs to do with God’s greatness. 


This was the perfect time, he felt, for 
such an album ... in a day when the 
push of a button could turn the world 
to ashes. As he thought on, the words 
of the famous hymn writer and singer 
Stuart Hamblen, came to mind:

Soon the plane reached the California 
coast, skimmed over the shimmering 
Pacific Ocean beaches and landed at 
Los Angeles International Airport. 


In a few weeks, plans for the album 
were underway. Ralph Carmichael, one 
of America’s finest arranger-conductors, 
began work on the orchestrations. The 
latest in recording studios were secured, 
as were the services of fifty of the 
world’s leading musicians. 


Finally the night came — excitement 
was high. The creation of a new album 
is always a special event. The musicians 
came to attention as Mr. Carmichael 
stepped to the podium. 


There was a moment of dead silence, 
followed by a majestic sweep of violins 
and the full brass section ... and then 
the chorus. The album was begun — 
an inspiration was becoming a reality. 
A new experience in music was record- 
ed for time and eternity. 


The masterful handling of the instru- 
ments, the great depth, the joy, hope 
and everlasting beauty are all encom- 
passed in the arrangements of Ralph 
Carmichael. The perfect teaming of his 
talents with the outstanding voice of 
Greg Loren creates a refreshing di- 
mension in sacred music. 


After the recording session came the 
final tape editing (cutting six hours of 
music to thirty minutes). Then the final 
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equalizing of instruments, voices and 
the added enchantment of echo. 


Two weeks later, 12-thousand feet 
atop the rugged Rockies near Aspen, 
Colorado, where Mr. Loren grew up, this 
months’ Defender cover photograph was 
taken to complete this album that will 
reach across the world and inspire many 
hearts.

Greg Loren 


Although Greg Loren has been thrill- 
ing large audiences across the nation 
with his exceptional tenor voice, it was 
actually as a star athlete that he first 
made a name for himself during his 
student days in Colorado: 


Born in Denver, he spent most of his 
early life in Steamboat Springs where 
his father operated a swimming pool 
during the summer and a ski hill in the 
winter. 


At the tender age of three he had 
overcome all fear of water and became 
a natural swimmer. But his bent for 
sports did not cease here. He immediate- 
ly took up skiing! As the years pro- 
— he won numerous contests in 

oth sports, taught swimming, was a 
life guard, a mountain guide, and com- 








peted in high school and college foot- 
ball. 


As a champion ski racer Greg 
has experienced the thrill of skiing at a 
speed of over one hundred miles per 
hour and jumping more than three hun- 
dred feet through the air. 


Even while competing in athletic 
events Greg found time to study music, 
and won top honors in major high 
school music festivals. In his early twen- 
ties he competed in a four-state vocal 
contest sponsored by a Denver radio 
station. As the winner, he received a 
trip to Hollywood, where he immediate- 
ly was made numerous offers for ap- 
pearances on radio, television and in 
motion pictures.

As we look around 
it seems as though nearly everything 
is being shaken, yea, even our cnfi- 
dence in those things which we used to 
think could not fail. 


There are things which cannot be 
shaken, though men have tried. We 
thank God for the stability of His Word. 
While Satan has turned his strongest 
guns against it in an effort to discredit 
every part of it, like Gibraltar, it re- 
mains unshaken. 


Every missle fired at the sacred Scrip- 





tures has fallen without so much as 
denting its surface, nor has any brought 
discredit to the message. 


The deity of our Lord Jesus Christ 
remains unshaken. The alarming de- 
nials of the virgin birth spreading in 
evangelical circles are Satan’s attempt 
to shake confidence in the unique and 
essential diety of the Lord Jesus. 


“And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning 
hast laid the foundation of the earth; 
and the heavens are the works of thine 


hands: 


“They shall perish; but thou remain- 
est; and they all shall wax old as doth 
a garment; 


“And as a vesture shalt thou fold 
them up, and they shall be changed: but 
thou art the same, and thy years shall 
not fail.” (Hebrews 1:10-12) 


The physical resurrection of our Lord 
cannot be touched, though the devil has 
tried every ingenuity in his attempt to 
show that Christ’s body never came 
forth. 


Multitudes of men standing behind 
the pulpit make bold to assert that resur- 
rection is not physical, that it is unreas- 
onable to suppose that Jesus came out 
of the tomb and experienced a physi- 
cal resurrection. Nevertheless, the truth 
stands unshaken and the tomb is empty. 


Thank God for those blessed things 
which remain. They are the unshaken 
things, the enduring things upon which 
we rest for time and eternity. 


As we consider this theme, let us face 
it 
Historically 


Time and again the Bible makes re- 
ference to earthquakes and their effect. 
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These have come sometimes as a de- 
monstration of the power of God, or as 
a judgment from Him. Sometimes they 
are spoken of as earthquakes and some- 
times as a “trembling of God.” 


The giving of the Ten Commandments 
was a most significant event. When God 
gave them to His servant Moses, there 
were symbols of His holiness followed 
by the manifestation of His power as 
the Mount shook mightily. We read: 


“And it came to pass on the third day 
in the morning, that there were thun- 
ders and lightnings, and a thick cloud 
upon the mount, and the voice of the 
trumpet exceeding loud; so that all the 
people that was in the camp trembled. 


“And Moses brought forth the people 
out of the camp to meet with God; and 
they stood at the nether part of the 
mount. 


“And mount Sinai was altogether on 
a smoke, because the Lord descended 
upon it in fire: and the smoke thereof 
ascended as the smoke of a furnace, and 
the whole mount quaked greatly.” (Ex- 
odus 19:16-18) 


Later on in the history of the Jewish 
nation during the time of the wilderness 
wanderings there was a rebellion incit- 
ed by Korah. It was a serious affair, 
for the authority of Moses was chal- 
lenged. Others were involved, but God 
meted out justice with amazing swift- 
ness, so that we read: 


“But if the Lord make a new thing, 
and the earth open her mouth, and swal- 
low them up, with all that appertain un- 
to them, and they go down quick into 
the pit; then ye shall understand that 
these men have provoked the Lord. 


“And it came to pass, as he had made 
an end of speaking all these words, that 
the ground clave asunder that was under 
them: 


“And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and _ their 
houses, and all the men that appertained 
unto Korah, and all their goods. 


“They, and all that appertained to 
them, went down alive into the pit, and 
the earth closed upon them: and they 
perished from among the congregation.” 


(Numbers 16:30-33) 


I might go on to call attention to 
many other earthquakes mentioned in 
the Old Testament, but there is one in 
particular that must have been one of 
the severest in history, for it is mention- 
ed twice, once by Amos and then by 
Zechariah. 


“The words of Amos, who was among 
the herdmen of Tekoa, which he saw 
concerning Israel in the days of Uzziah 
king of Judah, and in the days of Jero- 
boam the son of Joash king of Israel, 
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two years before the earthquake. 
(Amos 1:1) 

“And ye shall flee to the valley of the 
mountains; for the valley of the moun- 
tains shall reach unto Azal: yea, ye 
shall flee, like as ye fled from before 
the earthquake in the days of Uzziah 
king of Judah: and the Lord my God 
shall come, and all the saints with thee.” 
(Zechariah 14:5) 


The prophetic aspect of this passage 
we shall leave until later, but the his- 
toric comes into view and in its magni- 
tude becomes a type of a future “tremb- 
ling of the earth.” 


There are three or four very interest- 
ing historical references in this regard 
in the New Testament. 


“And, behold, the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the 
bottom; and the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent.” (Matthew 27:51) 


This passage records the first things 
that took place after Jesus had died up- 
on the cross. In fact if we couple the 
next passage with this, we see how four 
things were rent: the veil of the temple, 
the earth, the rocks and the graves. 


“And the graves were opened; and 
many bodies of the saints which slept 
arose.” (Matthew 27:52) 


As there was an earthquake in con- 
nection with His death, even so there 
was an earthquake in connection with 
His resurrection. 


“In the end of the sabbath, as it be- 
gan to dawn toward the first day of the 
week, came Mary Magdalene and the 
other Mary to see the sepulchre. 


“And, behold, there was a great earth- 
quake: for the angel of the Lord de- 
scended from heaven, and came and 
rolled back the stone from the door, and 
sat upon it.” (Matthew 28:1-2) 


Matthew’s account of the resurrection 
of our Lord is the briefest of the four 
Gospels, and no mention is made at all 
of the ascension. However, he takes 
time to mention this mighty earthquake, 
which stands connected with the power 
that raises the dead to life. 


All the people must have known as the 
earth trembled so mightily, both when 
Jesus died and when He rose again, that 
great things were happening, things far 
beyond the ordinary. God was involved 
in these events. 


_ When we come to the book of Acts, 
it is to read about an earthquake that 
occurred immediately following a pray- 
er meeting, evidencing the supernatural 
in prayer. 

“And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were as- 
sembled together; and they were all 
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filled with the Holy Ghost, and they 
spake the word of God with boldness.” 
(Acts 4:31) 


It is not necessary these days that 
physical earthquakes shall accompany 
praying, but we are confident there is a 
mighty shaking of the enemy when 
God’s people pray as did these first 
century saints. 


Again we read of another such phy- 
sical manifestation in connection with a 
prayer meeting. 

“And at midnight Paul and Silas 
prayed, and sang praises unto God: and 
the prisoners heard them. 


“And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations of 
the prison were shaken: and immediate- 
ly all the doors were opened, and every 
one’s bands were loosed.” (Acts 16:25- 
26) 


Surely this was a “trembling of God,” 
for only those things happened that God 
desired to have happen. Apart from the 
fact that God’s hand was in this quake, 
there is no explanation for it. 


Using it to serve His own divine pur- 
pose, He provided a glorious deliver- 
ance for His servants in answer to their 
prayer. 


Many other references might be giv- 
en, but these no doubt will suffice to 
show that the Word of God recognizes 
the physical phenomenon of earthquakes 
and God’s hand in them and His use of 
them when they suit His objectives. 


Looking at this subject from yet an- 
other viewpoint, let us think of earth- 
quakes 


Naturally 


By this I mean that the earth may 
quake of itself without God’s hand be- 
ing in the quake, so far as can be de- 
termined. 


Through the years science has ad- 
vanced many theories concerning the 
cause of earthquakes, and there have 
been many conflicts in the minds of 
men about them. 


There are earthquakes in which the 
hand of God does not seem to appear. 
Great natural calamities may not have 
behind them an act of God in judgment, 
though there is a tendency to think so. 


There is a hint of this in a statement 
made by Jesus. 


“Or those eighteen, upon whom the 
tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, 
think ye that they were sinners above 
all men that dwelt in Jerusalem? 


“T tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish.” (Luke 
13:4-5) 


Then we read further, “For we know 








that the whole creation groaneth and 
travaileth in pain together until now.” 
(Romans 8:22) 


When earthquakes come, they surely | 
are an evidence of the curse of God up. | 


on the earth. This curse will continue 
until Jesus comes and removes it. 


We do not believe there will be earth. 
quakes in the millennium nor any other 
physical disturbance that will bring 
harm to mankind. We can rejoice in the 
“blessed hope” which will mean crea- 
tion’s deliverance as well as our own. 


Let us further consider our subject 


Supernaturally 


We may ask ourselves the question — 
is God ever in the earthquake? If He 
is, when? Is God locked up in His 
universe because we have advanced the 
theory that all of creation is controlled 
by law? Can God deviate from a set 
course? Can He intervene and do with 
nature as He so desires? 


The Bible is full of illustrations to the 
effect that God has reversed the so-called 
laws of nature. This He did when He 
translated Enoch without seeing death. 


At His word the waters of the Red 
Sea parted and formed two mighty walls 
between which the children of Israel 


passed as they fled from Egypt. We > 
can recall how God responded to the | 


command of Joshua, and a day was 
lengthened by the sun standing still. 


The New Testament reminds us of 
how the Lord Jesus turned water into 
wine. The method of working this mir- 
acle is not revealed, but it is apparent 
that the Saviour knew how to speed the 
laws of nature and to introduce such 
elements as were needed to make it the 
best of all wine. 


So we might mention the feeding of 
the five thousand men, plus women and 
children, with a few loaves and fishes 
which multiplied in the hand of the 
Lord Jesus. 


The One who made all things is the 
One who sustains all things and who 
knows how to change all things. With 
these wonderful facts before us, let us 
remember the words of the Psalmist: 


“He looketh on the earth, and it trem- 
bleth ...” (Psalm 104:32). Here is a 
“trembling of God” revealing His hand 
in nature. 


I want to call your attention to earth- 
quakes 


Satanically 


To what extent are the forces of na 
ture subject to Satanic control? We 
realize that Satan is a great personality, 
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and though he is not almighty, yet he 
does have mighty power, even as the 
Bible indicates. 


He is not.to be regarded as a figment 
of the dark ages, nor a fictitious char- 
acter conceived to scare emotional peo- 
ple. That he is no weakling can be un- 
derstood by the fact that he is called, 
“the prince of the power of the air.” 
Nothing short of the “whole armor of 
God” is sufficient to ward off his at- 
tacks. 


Many times Satan has used the forces 
of nature to accomplish his ends. In 
the opening chapter of Job we see how 
he used the lightning and the wind in 
his effort to break down Job’s trust in 


God. 


We read of the woman, “... whom 
Satan hath bound, lo, these eighteen 
years ...” (Luke 13:16) 


It is not beyond our understanding 
if this enemy of our Lord Jesus Christ 
should use the earthquake in the ac- 
complishment of his purposes when it 
suits his desire. 


While we are considering earthquakes 
from various angles, let us also think 
of them 


Prophetically 


There is a difference between the 
earth quaking of itself and a trembling 
sent by God. We recognize that there 
are well-defined periods of judgments 
in God’s Word, times when God actually 
visits the earth in His wrath. 


_ This will especially be true in a per- 
iod of time known in the Word as the 
Great Tribulation. Many and great are 
the earthquakes definitely prophesied 
for this forthcoming age of time. 


The present earthquakes recorded 
here and there around the world do not 
have anything to do with prophecy. 
They cannot, so long as the true church 
is in the world. Not until the church 
has been taken out will the day of God’s 
wrath break upon the world. 


The church is not appointed to wrath 
and therefore will not pass into that 
age marked especially by the manifesta- 
tions of divine wrath, one form of 
which will be the shaking of the earth. 


Both Old and New Testaments pre- 
dict the world’s greatest quakes, the 
final one being so great and wide-sweep- 
ing that everything will topple because 
of it. The prophet Isaiah predicts an 
earthquake for the future day, the ter- 
tor of which defies description: 


“... the foundations of the earth do 
shake. The earth is utterly broken 
down, the earth is clean dissolved, the 
earth is moved exceedingly. The earth 
shall reel to and fro like a drunkard, 
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and shall be removed like a cottage . . .” 
(Isaiah 24:18-20) 


The language of the New Testament 
is likewise strong. The climactic state- 
ment of the many prophetic utterances 
about this phenomenon and the one 
which summarizes them all is: 


“And there were voices, and thunders, 
and lightnings; and there was a great 
earthquake, such as was not since men 
were upon the earth, so mighty an earth- 
quake, and so great.” (Revelation 16:18) 


This is in line with what our Saviour 
said as He was dealing with future 
times: ‘ 

“For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom: and 
there shall be famines, and pestilences, 
and earthquakes, in divers places.” 
(Matthew 24:7) 


The dispensation of time following 
the age of grace will be characterized 
by mighty convulsions of nature, all of 
which will be manifestations of the 
wrath of God and of the Lamb. No soft 
days are ahead for a rebellious and sin- 
ful world. 


In conclusion, let us think of this 
theme 


Applicationally 


In the consideration of this subject 
is there any practical lesson for us? I 
believe there is. Coming events cast their 
shadows before them, and the conditions 
which will obtain in the Great Tribu- 
lation ages are beginning to manifest 
themselves even in the closing days of 
this age of God’s grace. 


Within the last quarter of a century 
the world has experienced its worst war, 
its worst revolutions, its worst pesti- 
lences, its worst famines, its worst earth- 
quakes and its most radical changes. 


All of these conditions will come to 
their greatest climax during the com- 
ing age, and not the least among them 
will be these earthly tremblings, many 
of which are being felt in various parts 
of the world even now. 


Are we not reminded of the nearness 
of our Lord’s coming when He shall 
appear to claim His own unto Himself? 


May God help us as never before to 
realize how close we are to the hour 
when we shall hear the voice of the arch- 
angel and the trump of God. 


Let us pray that God will send a sort 
of spiritual earthquake to awaken every 
child of His to the importance of stand- 
ing firm in a day when things are being 
shaken and we see them crumbling on 
every side. 

May He help us to realize that we 
need to stand with unshaken faith on 
those things which cannot be moved. 
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Hew DOES COMMUNISM express 

its antagonism to religion? It must 
be kept in mind that Communists do not 
believe that they must act in the same 
way at all times and under all circum- 
stances. As Lenin said: 


“Tt is necessary to combine the strict- 
est loyalty to the ideas of Communism 
with the ability to make all necessary 
practical compromises, to ‘tack’, to make 
arrangements, zig-zags, retreats and so 
sas” 

“.. the revolutionary class, in other 
words in order to fulfill its task, must 
be able to master all forms or sides of 
social activity without exception ... sec- 
ond, that the revolutionary class must 
be ready to pass from one form to an- 
other in the quickest and most unexpect- 
ed manner.” 

“... revolutionaries who are unable 
to combine illegal forms of struggle 
with every form of legal struggle are 
very bad revolutionaries.” (“Left-wing” 
Communism: An Infantile Disorder, 
New York: International Publishers, 
1940, pages 74, 77). 

In August, 1935, Georgi Dimitroff put 
it this way: “We are enemies of all cut- 
and-dried schemes. We want to take 
into account the concrete situation at 
each moment, in each place, and not act 
according to a fi: d, stereotyped form 
anywhere and everywhere; not to for- 
get that in varying circumstances the 
position of the Communists cannot be 
identical.” (The United Front, page 91) 


What, then, are some of the ways in 





mo 


which Communism has expressed its op- 
position to religion? 

Anti-religious propaganda is carried 
on by Communists, both before and af- 
ter they come to power. In 1905 Lenin 
wrote: “Our propaganda necessarily in- 
cludes the propaganda of atheism.” (So- 
cialism and Religion. Moscow: Foreign 
Languages Publishing House, 1955, page 
10). 

Some were accepted into the Party 
while they retained fragments of their 
old religious beliefs, but the Party’s edu- 
cational program was such that it tried 
2 er these vestiges of religious 
aith. 


Stalin stressed the necessity for anti- 
religious propaganda and said that there 
was no room in the Party for any “Com- 
munists” who would oppose its program 
of anti-religious propaganda. (Leninism, 
Volumn I, page 387). 

When the Communists control a coun- 
try, atheistic materialism is taught in 
the schools, by radio, by newspapers 
and by other publications. 


Annihilation 


Physical persecution is also utilized 
by the Communists in their drive against 
religion. In Russia after the revolution 
thousands of clergymen were killed, or 
imprisoned, or exiled to Siberia. 


In North Korea in some areas sixty 
to eighty per cent of the religious lead- 
ers were killed. In Red China public 
“trials” and executions were used as a 
means of “educating the masses.” 
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Dr. Thomas Dooley recorded a num. 
ber of cases of religious presecution of 
people in North Viet-nam in 1954-55, 
(Deliver Us From Evil. New York: 
Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, Inc., 1956), 


The Communists, however, do not im- 
prison, persecute or kill a person with 
the public charge that he is a religious 
leader. Instead, their public accusations 
contain charges of political disloyalty, 
Thus they endeavor to deceive people 
and to deny that they persecute on the 
grounds that the person is religious. 


When the Communists take over a 
country, they harass religious organiza- 
tions in various ways. Lands, institu- 
tions, education and social service are 
nationalized. 


The churches are often not allowed 
to carry on benevolent work. Church ae- 
tivities are restricted to worship services 
inside the church building. Spies invade 
religious organizations. mato in- 
filtrate the clergy. An effort is made to 
turn the people against religious leaders 
who will not “cooperate” with the Com- 
munists. 


Ties that the churches may have with 
religious bodies in other lands are sev- 
ered until the Communists have infiltrat- 
ed the churches to such an extent that 
they have a group of religious leaders 
who will do the will of the Communist 
government. 


Communists in countries of the free 
world try to use religious people for the 
accomplishment of some particular ob- 
jective which the Communists have in 
mind. 


In America, for example, especially 
between 1928 and 1935, the Communists 
were able to get some religious people 
to enter into what the Communists call- 
ed the “United Front.” At the present 
the Communists are trying to revive the 
“United Front” tactic. (Dmitry Monin, 
“Time To Act In Common,” News: A 
Soviet Review of World Events, May 
1956, pages 12-14). 


Communist Front Organizations 


Communists have deceived and used 
religious people in Communist front or- 
ganizations. These are organizations 
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which, on the surface, seem to have no 
connection with Communists but which 
have either been established by or in- 
filtrated by hidden Communists or fel- 
low travelers. 


This was the Trojan Horse tactic 
which was launched by Georgi Dimi- 
troff in August 1935. (The United Front. 
New York: International Publishers, 
1938, pages 52-53). 


By means of Communist front organ- 
izations the Communists endeavored to 
realize several objectives: 


(1) To raise money, (2) Spread some 
oint of Communist propaganda, (3) 
ed contact with some individuals who 
later were led into the Party, (4) Pro- 
vide jobs and experience for some Party 
members, (5) Create divisions within 
a country, and (6) Create a psychologi- 
cal atmosphere which was unfavorable 
to the militant anti-communists. 


Communists have also endeavored to 
infiltrate religious organizations within 
the free world. Stalin seems to have 
been the one who conceived the idea 
of invading what the Communists re- 
gard as the ideological fortress of their 
enemies. This was not only done in 
Russia after the Communists took over, 
but it has also been accomplished in 
some countries of the free world. 


In 1935 Earl Browder, then National 
Chairman of the Communist Party in 
America, said: “You may be interested 
in knowing that we have preachers, 
preachers active in churches, who are 
members of the Communist Party.” 
(Communism in the United States. New 
York: International Publishers, 1935, 
page 335). 


Reinhold Niebuhr, a non-communist 
theologian, said that there are a few 
Communists in the Churches in Amer- 
ica. (“Communism and the Clergy,” 
The Christian Century, August 19, 1953, 
pages 936-937. See also J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver, “The Communists Are After Our 
Minds,” The American Magazine, Oc- 
tober, 1954). 


Duped Preachers 


What do the Communists hope to ac- 
complish with such infiltration? First, 
to use the names of religious leaders to 
give prestige to Communist front organ- 
izations. Second, to circulate the idea 
that non-collectivistic systems are im- 
moral. Third, to give their opposition 
to anti-communists the influence of their 
religious office. 


After the Communists take over a 
country, they infiltrate the religious or- 
ganizations to the extent that they finally 
use them as tools of their domestic and 
foreign policies. This is well illustrated 
in Red Russia by speeches delivered 
at a “religious” conference, May 9-12, 
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1952. These pro-communist speeches 
attacked the free world. (Conference in 
Defense of Peace of All Churches and 
Religious Associations in the U.S.S.R. 
Moscow: published by the Moscow Par- 
triarchate). 


The Communists believe that the final 
destruction of religion will come with- 
in the change of social systems. All so- 
cial systems which are not socialistic 
or communistic, and under the control 
of the Communists, are viewed as ir- 
rational. 


Thus religion as an irrational world 
view, according to them, is reflected in 
the minds of the people. Change the so- 
cial system and you cut the roots of 
religion. As Marx put it: 


“The religious world which is but the 
reflex of the real world can, in any case, 
only then finally vanish, when the prac- 
tical relations of everyday life offer to 
man none but perfectly intelligible and 
reasonable relations with regard to his 
fellowmen and nature.” (Capital, Vol- 
ume I, pages 91-92). 


The Communists claim to have al- 
ready built Socialism in Russia, and that 
they are now building Communism. 
(Nikita S. Khrushchev, Report of the 
Central Committee, CPSU to the Twen- 
tieth Congress of the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union. New York: New 
Century Publishers, 1956, page 97). 


And yet, they admit that among the 
young people in Russia who have been 
brought up on Marxism one finds some 
who have faith in religion. To explain 
this, they say that the ideological con- 
sciousness of the people lags behind the 
social and economic development. 


How can this be if man’s mind but 
reflects the social system, as Marx main- 
tained? How could their consciousness 
reflect a social system which has ceased 
to exist and which these young people 
never experienced? Can it be because 
of capitalistic encirclement? 


How can the Russian mind reflect a 
capitalistic society which they do not 
see or experience, and about which they 
hear only the distortions of Communist 
propaganda? 

As a matter of fact, man by his very 
nature has religious aspirations and a 
change of social system does not bring 
about a removal of man’s religious as- 
pirations. Men will be searching after 
God long after the Communist philos- 
ophy of life has vanished from the earth. 


This brief presentation of the antag- 
onism of Communism to religion and of 
the various ways in which it expresses 
this antagonism, can be easily verified 
by anyone who will take the time to read 
the literature on the subject which has 
been published by Communists and to 
study their history.

What is the doctrine of the Priest- 
hood, as taught by the Mormon Church? 
Is there Scriptural authority for it? 
Do we have to go through a priest in 
order to contact God?

Dear Friend: 


In the six branches of Mormonism, 
organization and government differ 
somewhat in details, but agree in essen- 
tials of the doctrine. It is a complex 
hierarchy which has immediate contact 
and control over all members, and they 
in turn are deeply loyal to it. 


There are two priesthoods, the higher 
of which is said to have descended 
from Melchizedek (Hebrews 7:1-3). It 
has the authority over all offices of the 
Church, which include the Apostles, 
Bishops, Elders, High Priests, Patri- 
arches and the Seventies. 


The lesser priesthood is through 
Aaron and controls temporal affairs 
through deacons, priests and teachers. 
There is also a First Presidency, com- 
prised of two Counselors, three high 
priests and the President. Through the 
latter come the laws for the church by 
direct revelation. 


Besides these is the Council of the 
Twelve Apostles, which is chosen by the 
First Presidency, to ordain the ministry 
and supervise all the work of the Church. 


All this (they claim) has come by di- 
rect revelation from God. According to 
our Scriptures, every Christian is a 
priest and has the privilege of contact- 
ing God direct through Jesus Christ, 
our great High Priest in heaven. He- 
brews, chapter seven, makes this clear. 


Read also John 4:23-24, and I Peter 2:9. 


Dear Defender Counselor: 


After many years of happy married 
life, during which he attended church 
with me, my husband suddenly began 
drinking. We have prospered financial- 





ly and he once seemed to idolize me and 
our teen-age son. Now he finds no satis- 
faction in his family, refuses to attend 
church, and associates only with a 
younger brother who also drinks. What 
has happened to this man? What can 
I do? What shall I do?

Dear Friend: 


What has happened to this man? It 
could have been the influence of bad 
companions who chained him to drink 
until he is now in bondage to a habit 
which has changed his personality. 


Or possibly something in some church 
member he had respected has shocked 
him into bitterness and hostility to the 
church and church people in general. 
Church attendance is a good thing, but 
without the regenerative power of the 
New Birth, it stops short of being good 
enough. 


In any case, this is another entry in 
the foul and ancient record-book of 
Demon Alcohol! 


“What can I do? What shall I do?” 
The first thing is to search your own 
heart for a possible cause in yourself. 
Then you can place the entire situation 
in the hands of the Heavenly Father and 
implicitly trust Him to help you work 
it out, as He promised in Psalm 55:22. 


Next, you can pray for both men as 
you have never prayed before, for their 
salvation through Christ. Enlist your 
son and Christian friends to pray with 
you. 


If your son is not saved, pray for 


‘him and lead him to accept Christ, for 


he needs your spiritual support and that 
which comes through yielding to Christ. 
Remember that God “turned the cap- 
tivity of Job when he prayed for his 
friends.” Study Matthew 18:19-20 and 
Psalm 37:1-8, memorizing verses 4,5,7,8. 


Do not scold these men, but demon- 
strate your Christian character in every 
word and act. It will require that most 
difficult of Christian virtues, patience, 
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but the great “love chapter” of the Bible 
assures us that “love never faileth ... 
love suffereth long and is kind ... bear- 
eth all things ... endureth all things.” 


The beauty of your spirit, the light 
of your loyalty and devotion, shining 
through the dark night of your grief 
and frustration, will be a sermon with- 
out words. Who knows that it will not 
shine into their hearts and with its 
warmth melt the ice of sin away? 


Should you find, as time goes on, that 
reconcilement is completely impossible, 
study long and prayerfully I Corinth- 
ians 7:13-16 before making a final de- 
cision. This is the Scripture’s final reply 
for such conditions.

May I impose on your good nature 
by asking not one, but three questions? 
irst, Of whom or what does Christ 
speak in Matthew 7:6? Second, To 
what class does He refer in Matthew 
7:21-23? And third, Why was the Gos- 
pel never preached in Africa, Egypt, 
Assyria, Chaldea, India and China?

Dear Friend: 


First, the whole of Matthew Six and 
Seven concerns the practice of righteous- 
ness in the Kingdom. We are to have a 
oie attitude toward other people, 

ut not to the extent that we allow them 
to profane holy things. This is illustrated 
by Paul’s reaction to Elymas the Sor- 
cerer in Acts 13:6-11. The man was so 
evil he could not understand holy things. 
It was useless to argue with him, for 
his “foolish heart was darkened.” 


Second, those who depend upon good 
works without possession of the Holy 
ee are described in Matthew 7:21-23. 

erely living a good, kindly, moral life 
does not save. The centurion in Acts 10 
had to receive the Lord Jesus Christ, 
who said, “No man cometh unto the 
Father but by me.” 


There are still many who sincerely 
believe that their good works will save 
them. So they say, “Lord, have we not 
done many wonderful works in thy 
name? Don’t you remember that great 
hospital we helped to build? How much 
we did for the poor children in the 
Christmas drive? Just think of all the 
money we put in that beautiful church 
building on Main Street! You know 
how it strengthened our denomination 
in the community! And how we worked 
for the organization of all the churches 
into one great body?” 


Still the Lord can see nothing of the 
power of the Holy Spirit in their hearts, 
and that is the only way by which He 
can recognize His own. He says so in 
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John 3:5, Ephesians 1:12-14, II Corinth- 
ians 1:20-22, and II Timothy 2:19. 


Third, we suppose you mean strictly 
in Biblical records. Well, it was! In 
Acts 2:8-11 on the great Day of Pente- 
cost, fifteen nations are listed as having 
representatives present to hear the first 
Gospel sermon. 


Egypt and Libya in northern Africa; 
Parthia, Media, Elam, and Mesopotam- 
ia were then parts of Assyria and Chal- 
dea; Cappadocia, Pontus and Asia, in 
what is now Turkey; and people from 
Rome, Crete, Arabia and Judaea. Of 
course, they took it home with them! 


While secular and Biblical history do 
not record the missionary work of the 
Apostles, we do have the sure record of 
the Bible in the words of Paul in Colos- 
sians 1:6,23, who said that “the word of 
truth of the gospel; which has come to 
you, as it is in all the world; and bring- 
eth forth fruit as it does in you also...

WRITING IN THE Los Angeles Times, 
Howard Whitman has some words 
of warning and of wisdom which should 
have been uttered long ago in our coun- 
try. He is writing of the tragedy and 
moral bankruptcy of the divorce in- 
vasion of the American home. 


We have come to the hour when all 
of us, without exception, are affected by 
this social malady. Directly or indirect- 
ly, by our own faults or the mistakes 
of others, every American family, sooner 
or later, feels the bitter sting of this 
universal evil. 


Innocent children are the most tragic 
victims. And in return, broken homes 
furnish the large majority of criminals 
that now threaten the solvency of our 
nation. Mr. Whitman says: 


“If we have come to accept marriage 
as a temporary arrangement, why don’t 
we say so? Why don’t we change the 
vow? Make it read ... to love and to 
cherish for the time being, or to live 
together until we get tired of each other, 
or to sue each other, to accuse each 
other, to abandon each other if the go- 
ing gets rough. 


“We don’t change the vow because, in 
our hearts, we still believe in the ideal 
which those ancient lines set forth. An 
aspiration toward a permanent love re- 
lationship between male and female is 
something which is built into us.” 


Back of this tidal wave of divorce is 
the breaking down of private or individ- 
ual morals. Divorce is almost univer- 
sally and unanimously related to im- 
morality. In most instances, the home 
breaks up after and as a result of the 
deflection of either one or both parties 
from the path of rectitude. 


Any home relationship, based alone 
upon sex, is in deadly danger. This is 
because the marriage relationship must 
be a sacred and holy union or run the 
risk of failure. George Elliott Howard, 
author of “History of Matrimonial In- 
stitutions,” defined marriage as follows: 


“A solemn contract between a man 
and woman, by which they are united 
for life ... It has existed in all ages and 
probably in all nations ... It is not the 
invention of legislators, but arose from 
the instincts and necessities of society, 
and its continuance has been provided 
for by the dictates of experience.” 


Marriage, as an institution, has not 
failed us. It is we, as a generation, who 
have failed marriage. We have been 
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called “the gutless generation” because 
so many of us cannot stick to our prom. 
ises, because we pledge eternal love one 
moment and walk out the next; we have 
lost the meaning of loyalty; we are 
quitters. 


The cold fact is that divorce is a proof 
of the lack of courage, resourcefulness 
and sound judgment in ninety-nine in- 
stances out of one hundred, and in most 
cases the blame can correctly be laid 
at the door of both husband and wife. 
They mutually pull down their home 
over their own heads. 


In thus working havoc with their mar- 
riage, they do not even pause to think 
of their children, and other innocent 
parties who will suffer. The word “self- 
ishness” could truthfully be written over 
the portals of most broken homes. 


There is another word that should be 
said in tones of thunder concerning the 
wrecking of homes by divorce. Profes- 
sional divorce lawyers, divorce counsel- 
ors, preachers who major on advising 
their young parishioners as to their 
marriage difficulties, are often guilty of 
exerting an evil influence, which is fatal. 


Many ministers, intent on helping 
their young friends, become the decid- 
ing factor in wrecking homes that might 
have been held together. The switching 
of pastors to counselors has been fatal. 
Mr. Whitman continues: 


“Successfully married couples know 
that problems are a part of life and that 
the very growth of love stems from 
coping with problems together. 


“Many men and women have behaved 
like spoiled children. They have gone 
into marriage expecting some magical 
solution to life’s problems; a guarantee 
of ready-made happiness was what they 
wanted and they would settle for noth- 
ing less. When marriage failed to turn 
into this infantile fairyland, they turned 
their backs on it; they quit. 


“Shouldn’t human beings be made 
of sturdier stuff? Shouldn’t they know 


| — by the time they reach marriageable 


age — that marriage is not a pat answer 
to happiness?” 


The ordinary divorce court is itself 
shameless in dealing with the marriage 
relation. The Judge grants divorces on 
a patented phrase, “extreme cruelty,” 
which in reality means that the two 
parties involved have agreed on this 
expression, as has the court, as cover 
ing any and all involvements of the mat- 
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riage that they now want broken. Here 
ain, 1 refer to Mr. Whitman and his 
Ti imes article: 


“With children we accept the perform- 
ance of parenthood. We can have diffi- 
culties with our children sometimes, we 
can be angry with them — even furious 
with them on occasion — but we do not 
cast them out. We do not divorce our 
children. Anyone who abandoned his 
child would be at heart a blackguard 
and at law a criminal. 


“We have loyalty to our country. This, 
too, may at times involve difficulty; it 
may require sacrifice. But when the 
going gets rough we do not turn on our 
country. We do not divorce our coun- 
try. For one who does we reserve the 
most contemptible word in our lan- 
guage: traitor. 


“These are days when we call upon 
ourselves to toughen up, to relinquish 
some of the spoiledness and indulgence 
which has made us soft. A challenger 
has entered the ring of this world, flex- 
ing his muscles at us, threatening a 
knockout. 


“While divorce once was looked upon 
as a most serious measure, to be con- 
sidered only in the greatest emergency, 
it has now become accepted by many 
couples as an instrument of family 
policy. 


“Russia knows full well what national 
weakness this engenders. In the 1920’s 
the Soviet had nothing but scorn for the 
sanctity of marriage. 


“Russia has changed. Today free love 
is heresy in the Soviet. Divorce is difh- 
cult. 


“This is Russian realism in a new 
sphere. Russia has learned, through its 
free love adventure, that the real 
strength of a nation is in its families. 


“We have never abandoned, as Russia 
did, our belief in marriage and the fam- 
ily.

being.” 


America had best grow up on this 
divorce situation and face the practical 
realism of adult life. Else we are head- 
ed for the deep abyss. Nothing and no- 
body can save us from ourselves except 
ourselves.

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It is estimated that in another five years 
these half-savage African nations will 
have thirty times the voting power of 
the United States in the United Nations. 
Even now, the African bloc can hold the 
balance of power in the General Assem- 


bly. 


These nations, whatever else we may 
think of their aspirations, are, accord- 
ing to some of the United Nation’s own 
agencies, eighty per cent illiterate. What 
does this mean to Americans and their 
democratic institutions? 


Trouble In The Congo 


Take a look at recent events in the 
Congo. What, actually, was the result of 
United Nations action? Did the United 
Nations act against ex-jailbird Lumum- 
ba, who kisses Moscow’s foot at every 
opportunity ? 


Not at all. It acted only against Bel- 
gium, a Western nation whose crime 
was that it gave the Congo its indepen- 
dence.

The strongest Christians are pierced 
with the devil’s darts of dread, doubt 
and fear. One of the worst enemies 
within us is fear. Mostly, we are afraid 
of our own fears. It is often true that 
“we have nothing to fear but fear it- 
self.” 


We should have only one kind of fear, 
and that is humble reverence and awe 
for the holiness, majesty, and power of 
God. This fear, the Bible says, is the 
beginning of wisdom. (Pslam 111.10) 


Yet, we are afraid in many ways. 


We are afraid of being unequal to a 
task, of not making a good appearance, 
of what others think, of being a failure. 
We are afraid of facing people. 


We fear financial insecurity, physical 
accident, sickness. 


We are afraid of changes. 


_We are afraid to put the Christian 
life into action, to put time into Christ’s 
service, to give ourselves to the person 
in need, to invest generously in God’s 
work, to confront a person with Christ 
as the answer to his problem. 


Afraid to speak out against social 
wrongs; to excuse ourselves from the 
off-color stories, the idle gossip about 
another person, the social affair a Chris- 
tan should not condone by his presence. 
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Afraid to be committed to daily Bible 
reading and prayer. 


Afraid to bow for silent prayer at the 
cafeteria or restaurant. Afraid to pray 
aloud in the presence of others at a 
prayer service. 


Afraid to share a well-chosen tract, to 
claim allegiance to Christ at work or in 
the midst of people unsympathetic to 
Christian principles. Afraid to stand up 
for Christ. Afraid. Ashamed. Self-cen- 
tered. Proud. 


God’s people have their fears addres- 
sed by God often in the Bible. Some- 
one has counted 365 “fear nots” in the 
Bible, one for every day in the year. 


The angel who rolled back the stone 
from the empty tomb of the risen Sav- 
iour said unto the women: “Fear not ye: 
for I know that ye seek Jesus, which 
was crucified. He is not here for He is 
risen.”” (Matthew 28:5-6) 


There is no fear of evil for those who 
truly seek Jesus. And He who conquer- 
ed death has delivered us from the final 
fear of life, the fear of death. (Hebrews 
2:15) 


“For ye have not received the spirit 
of bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, whereby 
we cry, Abba, Father.” (Romans 8:15) 


“For God hath not given us the spirit 
of fear; but of power, and of love, and 
of a sound mind.” (II Timothy 2:7) 


Fear is partner with pride because we 
are afraid to appear foolish before 
others. Afraid of what others will think 
of us. Will pride and fear keep you 
from telling others of Christ, praying 
to God in public, or standing for what 
is right? 


Fear is the opposite of faith. It is 
lack of trust, because God is able. He 
can do what we fear we cannot do. 
Therefore we should depend on Him. 


Fear is the son of Satan which he sub- 
tly masquerades in many forms of dress. 
It is a device of the devil to weaken us. 


Fear is born in unbelief, lives in 
doubt and dies in Christ. John tells us: 
“There is no fear in love; but perfect 
love casteth out fear: because fear hath 
torment. He that feareth is not made

GOME SIXTEEN YEARS AGO, a 

good friend of mine received a letter 
written to him by his sixteen-year-old 
daughter who was attending boarding 
school. She was puzzled about the mean- 
ing of “Equality,” a term which she 
heard so often, but which no one had 
ever explained to her. 


The young lady certainly went to a 
good source to learn the true American 
concept of “Equality,” when she wrote 
to her Dad, as you will see when you 
read the reply, which we are happy to 
pass along to you. 


* * * 


The question of equality of which you 
wrote in your last letter is most inter- 
esting. A great many people talk about 
it, but very few really think about it. 


Our country is the political expression 
of a spiritual idea. The Founding Fa- 
thers believed that man was made in the 
image of God and that consequently 
men should be free, and that they could 
be free only if all men were equal one 
to another. 


This obviously does not mean that 
men are equal in physical strength. It 
does not mean that they are equal in 
mental ability, in imaginative quality 
or in character. 


And because they are not physically 





and mentally equal, I cannot believe that 
they will ever be equal in material pos- 
sessions. 


Remember that the concept of equal- 
ity in this country always has been a 
spiritual concept, never a material one; 
it ever has been that men were equal to 
one another before God, so that no man 
should be a ruler over his fellowmen. 
This was a revolutionary thought, com- 
ing as it did at the culmination of the 
period that had featured the “Divine 
Right of Kings.” 


In this country men were equal be- 
fore the law and no man was to be an 
administrator or judge over his fellow 
men without the consent of the majority 
of his community, whether it was city, 
state or nation. 


Of the same importance in this idea 
of equality was the fact that the admin- 
istrators and judges were at all times 
subject to the same laws as the rest of 
the people, from whom they came and 
whose interests they were selected to 
serve. 


Thus grew up in our country the be- 
lief in a government of laws, not a gov- 
ernment of men. 


But, people will also say to you that 
there should be equality of opportunity. 
To the extent that all children should 
have as much love and happiness and 
education and reasonable discipline as

acter is usually worthless, character is 
the final determining quality that brings 
opportunity to its fulfillment. 


Thus, it is true to a great extent that, 
while you can offer opportunity to peo- 
ple, you can never give it to them. The 
people must have the character to per- 
fect their own opportunities. 


So it is also with freedom and de- 
mocracy. You cannot give freedom or 
democracy to anyone and anyone who 
talks about doing so is either a knave 
or a fool. Both are the result of self- 
discipline, which is a part of character. 





You can restore freedom to the Nor- 
wegians and other peoples who have 
previously won it for themselves, but 
other peoples must acquire it through 
self-discipline and self-control. 








It is because of these facts that citi- 
zenship in the United States is so much 
more glorious a thing than being a 
slave to a totalitarian government. Here 
we make our own rules and we tax our- 
selves to enforce them. 









In a communist or fascist state, the 
people are told what to do and have no 
free discussion concerning it, and no 
choice but to obey. 







A self-governing people must be an © 
adult people, able to discipline them- — 
selves. Fascists and Communists are 
like children who have to be disciplined — 
from above, usually with a heavy hand. © 










You and I had the great good fortun 
to be born in a free country — free be- 
cause we are equal under the law.

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ARTHRITIS AND FOLK MEDICINE 


A New Book of Simple Treatments 





[N THIS second volume from the pen 

of D. C. Jarvis, M.D., whose first 
book, “Folk Medicine,” (see The De- 
fender, May 1960, page 22) became a 
best seller and brought him internation- 
al fame, are to be eee the facts and 
scientific reasons behind Vermont folk 
medicine. Here, however, he centers his 
attention on that dreadful disease form- 
erly known as rheumatism, or — in the 
vernacular, “rheumatiz.” 


The cause of this malady is not fully 
known, but Dr. Jarvis’ theory seems 
to be sound. Very seldom is it the direct 
cause of death, but it is excruciatingly 
painful and often crippling. 


More people suffer from it than from 
any other chronic disease. It is more 
prevalent among the old, but a consider- 
able percentage of young people do not 
escape it. The author says: 


“People with arthritis live in a world 
of pain, helplessness, and confusion. 
When it strikes, with agony, swelling, 
and stiffness, worry and fear must fol- 
low ... often they are told there is 
nothing to be done, that there is no 


Dr. Jarvis received the accepted medi- 
cal education, and after beginning his 
practice in Vermont, realized that folk 
medicine presented a different approach 
toward solution of medical problems 
from that which he had learned in col- 
lege, and that a working knowledge of it 
might be helpful. 


He became particularly interested in 
arthritis and decided to study folk medi- 
cine seriously. Gleaning information 
from the wisdom of honey bees, the 
instinct of children in eating raw rhu- 
barb and sorrel, the appetite of farm 
animals in selection of food and their 
liking for apple cider vinegar, and the 
wisdom of adults in carrying over their 
childhood instincts to guide and protect 
in food selection, he learned to contrast 








their results with those of people who 
rebel against nature’s plan. 


He says, “Somehow we find it hard 
to accept the wise plan nature has pro- 
vided for us. We rebel against her and 
try constantly to revise the plan and 
shape it to our own desires. But it nev- 
er works. 


“Sooner or later we are punished in 
the form of sickness, which may some- 
times be arthritis. Nature has a way of 
eliminating humans who break her 
laws.” 


Organized medicine is built on the 
premise that germs or viruses produce 
disease, and places the emphasis on the 
disease itself, rather than on the sick 
person and his environment. 


Folk medicine is always a natural 
product. In Vermont folk medicine the 
correct use of its remedies helps shift 
the human gear into low speed for the 
prevention of what might be termed 
“energy diseases.” 


In combination with this treatment is 
a change of one’s food intake. White 
flour products, while sugar, and process- 
ed foods should be replaced by natural 
foods from garden, orchard, farm and 
ocean. 


Since the body is mineral in compo- 
sition, processed food products do not 
supply its needs, for in processing many 
elements are lost or lessened in amount. 


In his garden Dr. Jarvis found a re- 
markable resemblance between plants 
and people. He deduces that similar 
care should bring similar results. He 
also found that children and animals 
have a natural desire for acid foods 
which tend to place calcium in solution 
in the body tissues, which keeps them 
tender and young. To deny this natural 
craving means the beginning of degen- 
eration of the tissues and the lessening

of ability to perform their vital fune. 
tions. 


“Sickness is not always caused pri- 
marily by harmful germs and viruses,” 
says Dr. Jarvis. “It may be the result of 
an altered chemistry that creates in the 
body suitable soil for harmful germ 
and virus growth.” 


The Doctor argues that prolonged 
alkaline reaction disturbs the whole 
body and leaves it a prey for all diseases, 
Vermont folk medicine teaches that 
changing back to an acid content will 
prevent most diseases, or if already 
present, will alleviate or cure them.

Question: Do you believe that the 
heathen are really lost? 


Answer: I have very often heard that 
question asked. It is asked by people 
all over the world. The only safe thi 
to do is to go back to the Word of God.

When I turn back to just two verses 
in the Word of God, I get the answer.

There is no 
salvation apart from Jesus Christ. 


Acts 4:12, words of Peter, “Neither 
is there salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be saved.” 
That is the Bible answer. The Bible says 
that men are lost if they do not know 
Jesus Christ. Therefore, whether you or 
I understand it or not — we do know 
they are lost and not saved apart from 
Jesus Christ. Therefore, it is your busi- 
ness and it is my business to give them 
the Gospel.

Question: How can we evangelize the 
world in the space of one generation?

Question: Why do the heathen or 
pagans believe and accept Chris- 
tianity more readily than our civi- 
lized heathen do in this country? 


Answer: I think the Bible itself 
answers that question. “He that 
being often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed 
and that without remedy.” It 
seems as though when people are 
reproved again and again, as they 
reject the reprovement they be- 
come hardened against the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Therefore, it is most 
difficult to win them. 


I can go to any foreign field 
and I can see ever so many more 
results than I can here in the home- 
land. I can go to the great centers 
of population in foreign lands, 
give the invitation and see hun- 
dreds upon hundreds come for- 
ward to accept Jesus Christ as per- 
sonal Saviour. 


Do you know that in the home- 
land most people are saved before 
they are twenty-five years of age. 
Why is that? Because habits be- 
come fixed. If we keep saying

against the gospel. I think that is 
why it is so much easier to win 
souls to Christ in foreign lands 
than it is in the homeland.

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For several years it was my privilege 
to teach a class in Sunday School Ad- 
ministration and Organization. The first 
assignment I gave was to write a defini- 
tion of the Sunday School. The major- 
ity of the class were Sunday School Su- 
perintendents, some pastors and several 
teachers. 


Is this too difficult an assignment for 
such a class? The most usual answer 
would be something like this. “A Sun- 
day School is an organization to teach 


the Bible to children.” 


May I ask you two things about this 
reply. First, “who said the Sunday 
School is only a teaching institution?” 
The first resp-nsibility of the Sunday 
School is to reach. The great commis- 
sion said, “Go,” before it said, “teach.” 
The Lord commanded His disciples to 
go into the highways and byways and 
persuade them to come in. 


In modern language every Christian 
is to be a salesman for Jesus. Nowhere 
in the Bible is the unbeliever command- 
ed to come to the house of God. Many 
are the commands to the believer to go, 
to get, and to give. The reason the aver- 
age Sunday School is not teaching any 
more is because they are not reaching 
any more. 


The second question I would ask is, 
“who said we were only to teach chil- 
dren?” The Sunday School is for every- 
one. Every member of the family needs 
to be in Sunday School. Many adults 
who attend church and even help in 
Sunday School think in terms of Sun- 
day School only for children. 


The Sunday School is the church at 
work. The Sunday School is the work- 
shop of the church. The church and the 
Sunday School are one in their purposes 
and aims. 


The Sunday School is an organization 
that has as its purpose the reaching of 
men and women, youth, boys and girls, 
with the gospel, winning them to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, “teaching them to 
observe all things,” training them to 
reach, to win, and to teach others also. 


This is God’s method of building 
ristian citizens and remember, every 
Christian is either useful or useless. 


More Interested Pastors 


If we are ever going to make our 
communities conscious of our Sunday 
Schools, we must have pastors that are 
truly interested in the Sunday Schools.

Our churches will be no more Sunday 
School conscious than our pastors are. 
Our pastors will be no more Sunday 
School conscious than the schools and 
seminaries they attend. 


I heard a former pastor who is now 
a state director of Christian education 
for a leading denomination say, “When 
I was in Seminary I thought the only 
ones who took courses in Christian edu- 
cation were those so dumb they flunked 
Hebrew and Greek. When I got into 
the pastorate, I found my people wished 
I knew something more about Christian 
education. All that 1 had learned about 
Greek was Greek to them.” 


God forbid that we discourage any- 
one from scholastic study, but we cer- 
tainly need to be sure our education is 
well-rounded and practical. 


Many pastors know very little about 
their Sunday Schools. I have talked 
with great preachers who didn’t know 
the difference between the beginner and 
primary departments. 


It is interesting to observe that the 
fastest growing churches and the fastest 
growing denominations are those where 
the pastors are vitally interested in the 
Sunday School. Indeed. a great per cent 
of our church members still comes from 


the Sunday School.

Vantage Press, Dept. DF, 
120 W. 31, New York 1. 
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in two parts — an assembly and a class 
period. The need for better prepared, 
trained teachers is great, but it doesn’t 
begin to compare with the need for bet- 
ter trained Sunday School superintend- 
ents. 


The average assembly period in nine- 
ty-five per cent of our Sunday Schools 
is evidence of a great need here. Little 
prayer, little planning, little prepara- 
tion, are in evidence. 


The church and the Sunday School 
have Christ to give to the world. We 
may differ in some very essential things, 
but basically evangelical protestantism 
sees in Christ the Hope of the world. 


Why then are we failing so in reach- 
ing those of our communities? Because 
we are negligent in planning a program 
that will really inspire, instruct, interest. 


What are elements of an opening as- 
sembly? The Bible, making the program 
Christ-centered, prayer, and music are 
always the chief elements. These can 
be presented in various ways and well 
by several people. 


The superintendent is a coordinator 
to see that each one who is to take part 
is invited and prepared. The musicians, 
pianist, song leader, and special music 
should be informed of their part in the 
program well in advance. 


The central portion of the program 
must give out the Word of Life. It may 
be a brief message by a teacher or a 
visiting speaker. It may be a visual aid 
as an object lesson. There are good ones 
for all ages. The superintendent doesn’t 
have to prepare all special events. In 
fact, he shouldn’t. 


A few good rules are: Use as many 
people as possible. Begin on time and 
close on time. See that the program 
progresses rapidly. See that a variety 
of things are included throughout the 
year. 


Every superintendent ought to make 
his own year book — marking special 
days and Sundays to be observed in spe- 
cial ways, such as missionary Sundays, 
tithing teaching, temperance emphasis, 
rally day, promotion day, etc. It is just 
as easy to be planning several Sundays 
at a time as it is one, and the prepara- 
tion should be much better. 


It takes time to plan and prepare and 


to properly execute a program, but it 


pays big dividends. 


Invite More People 


The first important thing is to get a 
program going, then invite the people. 


Get the house cleaned up before the 
company comes. It is definitely wrong 
to publicize unless we have something 
to publicize. You may get people out 








once, but if they are disappointed, they 
will be harder to get back again. 


Any business interested in retum 
purchases is interested in its customers, 
and any business that doesn’t have them 
is soon out of business. The Sunday 
School must take care of its customers, 


Teachers must be expected to take 
care of visitors and absentees. No Sun. 
day School has any right to even dream 
of an expansion program unless they are 
taking care of those they already have, 


Why get any more to neglect? Any 
Sunday School that will systematically 
take care of the absentees and visitors 
will see its average attendance and its 
enrollment grow. 


How many visitors did you have in 
your Sunday School last year? One a 
week is a total of fifty-two. Where are 
they? How many became regular? If 
not, why not? If they are not in your 
Sunday School now, they are either in 
somebody else’s, or not in any. 


Why didn’t they become regular? 
Were they neglected? It’s so easy for the 
gang — perhaps better known as “the 
clique,” to be so friendly that they 
ignore the stranger and the visitor. 


I heard of a man in Chicago who went 
to church and left his hat on. The pastor 
noticed it and asked an usher to request 
the gentleman to remove the covering. 
The usher went and spoke to the man, 
saying, “Sir, would you kindly remove 
your hat?” The man seemed enthusiastic 
and replied — “I knew it would do it, 
I knew it would do it. I’ve come here 
for six weeks and you're the first person 
who has spoken to me.” 


Maybe your church isn’t that bad, but 
we see a great need in most churches 
for improvement here. Many church 
members leave the job of making 
friends up to the pastor and maybe the 
Sunday School superintendent. 


Perhaps we’ve excused ourselves and 
say, “why should I invite anyone to 
church? The church is a public place. 
Anyone can come who wants to.” 


That may be, but the average man 
who doesn’t attend church is as ill at 
ease in church as some of us would be 
at the corner bar. Why so? Because 
they have very little idea of what goes 
on behind those church doors. 


Perhaps occasionally they are curious 
enough to respond to an invitation, but 
they would probably not venture in 
alone. Few of the strangers that come 
to our church are concerned with our 
orthodoxy. They probably don’t know, 
and care less, as to whether we're eval- 
gelical or fundamental, but they do 
know and care if we’re friendly. 


Many a visitor has decided if he'll 
ever come back before he even sees the 
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It is the usher at Sunday 


cher. 
School as well as at church that has the 
first chance to show himself interested 
in the newcomer. 


Church members need to be reminded 
and trained to invite people to come 
back again. “Thank you, call again” is a 
familiar sign as we leave the restaurant 
or department store. Too often it’s 
neither in sight nor on our lips as 
strangers leave our buildings. 


Invite them to return. Invite those 
who attend some services of the church 
to attend others. For instance, in most 
morning worship services there are from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent who were 
not in Sunday School. 


It’s a good time to invite, not only 
from the pulpit but person to person, 
even if it is an organized effort with 
key leaders assigned to sections of the 
building, to speak to and invite all who 
were not in Sunday School to attend 
next week. 


Invitations should vary. There are 
many ways to invite people to public 
gatherings. Use every legitimate method 
to inform them of what is going on and 
” interest them in coming. Here are a 
ew: 


The church bulletin, special letters 
and cards and invitations, public an- 
nouncements, radio spot and news an- 
nouncements of special events. The 
newspaper is an excellent means and 
could be used much more if stories were 
well written and gotten to reporters in 
time. 


All these methods are good, but none 
excels the personal contact. Shortly be- 
fore the last election an interesting com- 
ment appeared in a popular weekly mag- 
azine regarding the importance of per- 
sonal contacts and elections. All that is 
true of elections is true and moreso of 


the Sunday School and church. 


“The real job before all of us who 
want a... victory is not to sit around 
and complain. This is not a one man 
show. The fight is everybody’s fight. 
Candidates don’t win elections alone. 


“Organized personal efforts at the 
voter level and vigorous man to man 
persuasion are decisive. Elections are 
not won on the stump or on the TV 
screen. They are won at the front door 
of the voter, and at the roadside in the 
country and at the work bench in the 
factory. 


“For the women it should be added 
that elections are won also when they 
drop in on their neighbors and chat. It 
1s a well-known fact that personal con- 
tacts and personal contacts alone are 
the final means of delivering the vote.” 
(Newsweek, September, 1952) 
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For Sunday School it can certainly be 
said that the fastest growing churches 
and Sunday Schools are those employ- 
ing visitation contact methods. It is 
scriptural and it gets results. 


Invest More Than Pennies 


We must invest more time. The job 
well done means hours of effort. Let’s 
challenge our men and women with the 
bigness of the task. It’s an all-week job. 


How often we’ve heard superintend- 
ents persuading, begging someone to 
take a class with, “they’re only little 
tots, it won’t take much time — half an 
hour or so on Sunday morning.” 


The Sunday School teachers of Amer- 
ica have the biggest job of any single 
corps of workers. These men and women 
can do more to change the tide of irre- 
ligion, immorality, irresponsibility, than 
any group in the land. 

Laws won’t do it. We've got laws. 
Government can’t do it. Christ can do 
it as He is given opportunity to touch 
lives that the Sunday School has reach- 
ed, but it takes time — your time. 





We must invest more than pennies. 
Pennies and Sunday School have seem- 
ingly gone together ever since Sunday 
School first began, but it takes more 
than pennies to build good Sunday 
Schools. 


What Sunday School does not need 
better equipment and more and better 
buildings, to care for those they have 
labored to reach? Whether on a local, 
state or national level, if we are to do 
the job as it must be done, we must in- 
vest more dollars. 


The Holy Spirit outlined the program 
for the church to follow — “beginning 
at Jerusalem and Judaea and Samaria 
and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth.” 


Don’t slacken your efforts at home or 
abroad, but let’s include in our plans 
Judaea and Samaria with a more in- 
formed personnel, more interested pas- 
tors, an improved program, by inviting 
more people and by investing more 
time and money in the greatest cause 
of all — that of reaching every mem- 
ber of every family of every nation with 
the gospel message of Christ.

The Key Word: Bless 


Many advantages accrue from the ha- 
bit of grateful praise. We need not 
search far for vivid illustrations of the 
effects produced upon one’s temper and 
heart by a songful spirit of thanksgiving. 


We admit that there is much all 
around us to test human patience. But 
the question is, What are we going to 
do about it? We can answer that ques- 
tion in one of two ways — either we 
carp and grow morose; or we rise cheer- 
fully above it, and diligently seek for 
those kind mitigations which Divine wis- 
dom has made to accompany all our vex- 
ing experiences. 


We can wear our lives out in discon- 
tent, finding fault with everything that 
annoys; or we can labor trustfully on, 
recognizing the good, and ingeniously 
endeavoring to counteract and balance 
the evil. What we think determines 
what we shall become. 


But now add to this that a decided 
cheerfulness of praise really seems to 
modify work. Gratitude transmutes our 
disciplines into evidences of love. 


It is related of one of the most distin- 
guished clergymen in England that he 
always read at the family altar on Sat- 
urday evening this one hundred and 
third Psalm. But his wife died. The 
following Saturday he paused a moment 
and then said quietly, “I see no reason 
why we should not choose our usual 
song tonight.” 


There is in the writings of Thomas 
Fuller one curiously quaint portion 
which is often quoted: “Lord, my voice 
by nature is harsh and untunable, and 
it is vain to lavish any art to better it. 
Can my singing of psalms be pleasing 
to Thy ears which is unpleasant to my 
own? Yet, though I cannot chant with 
the nightingale, or chirp with the black- 
bird, I had rather chatter with the swal- 
low, yea, rather croak with the raven, 
than be altogther silent. 


“Hadst Thou given me a better voice, 
I would have praised Thee with a bet- 
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ter voice; now what my music wants in 
sweetness, let it have in sense — singing 
praises with my understanding. 


“Yea, Lord, create in me a new heart, 
therein to make melody, and I will be 
content with my old voice, until, in Thy 
due time, being admitted unto the choir 
of heaven, I have another, more har- 
monious, bestowed on me.” 


He does the best work, in this moping, 
croaking age, whose cheerful face gives 
the benediction of a happy heart wher- 
ever a heavy step treads just behind 
him. Count your blessings ... name them 
one by one. It may be difficult to under- 
stand why we are not blessed with 
much of this world’s goods ... but how 
ashamed we should feel for our fault- 
finding when we pass the blind beggar 
on the street! 


We may never pause to thank God 
for health, until we walk down the cor- 
ridors of a crowded hospital, or visit a 
quiet rest home. God expects His chil- 
dren to think in positive terms. As we 
do, we cannot help but have a ‘song of 
praise always on our lips because of 
His bountiful mercies. 


The Key Verse: Psalm 103:10 


“He hath not dealt with us after our 
sins; nor rewarded us according to our 
iniquities.” 

This is the Season of Thanksgiving 
when Americans set aside a special day 
to acknowledge our gratitude to a bene- 
ficent and merciful God. Think back 
to Thanksgiving of 1959. What have 
we done to deserve His bounties during 
this past year? 

If we are honest, we will acknowledge 
our sins ... both those of commission 
and omission. We have confessed these 
iniquities. Now let us be humble, peni- 
tent, and thankful.

A lawyer, advising a client con- 
cerning his will, that if he wished to 
leave all his property to one person, 
then merely state that he bequeathed 
everything to his legatee, without at- 
tempting to list the goods and chattels, 
since he would be sure to omit some of 
them. 


For example, a farmer who desired 
his wife to have everything, listed (as he 
thought), all his property; but he ac 
tually forgot to mention his largest 
farm, on which stood the very house 
in which they lived. Thus his attempt 
to be exact failed, and his wife lost a 
large part of the property. 


Let us then be thankful that in our 
text God takes in the whole compass 
of — “our transgressions.” He sweeps 
them all away at once. Even as the flee 
ing Israelites saw all their Egyptian 
enemies dead on the seashore, so 
has obliterated all our transgressions. 
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GOD OUR STRENGTH 





The Key Word: Strong 


“Be strong in the Lord” means be 
strong in prayer ... and never was 
warning more needful than in our day. 
We live in an age of steam and electric 
ity, of jets and atoms, of activity and 
bustle, of jostle and close contact ... a0 
age which is nothing if not practi 
an age which scarcely disguises its col 
tempt for a life of contemplation. 





We are all tempted to fancy that the 
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hours given to prayer and meditation 
are wasted hours. We are all the more 
inclined to think so, because of so many 
earnest men working zealously in the 
cause of humanity, who do not even pre- 
tend to be in any sense men of prayer. 
Every life, however faithfully it be spent 
in service to others, falls immeasurably 
below what it might be, if not inspired 
by prayer. 


A famed evangelist tells how he re- 
cently stood before one of the grandest 
creations of human art, the San Sisto 
Madonna of Raphael. He studied it 
carefully ... then noticed beside it an 
exact copy — the work of a good artist. 
Every feature, every fold of drapery, 
every shade and tint of color, was a 
faithful reproduction of the great mas- 
terpiece. Yet something was lacking. 
That nameless something which consti- 
tutes the divine genius of an original 
Raphael, could not be copied — and the 
copy became only a lifeless imitation. 


Thus it is with the life of a man who 
prays, compared with the life of one 
who prays not. We all know men whose 
features are transparent with the light 
of radiant purity and know it is a re- 
flection from Jesus, the Light of the 
world. 


In their presence we breathe a purer 
atmosphere, which sends us away strong- 
er in courage and in purpose. They have 
a strength which others have not because 
they are men of prayer, going every 
morning to the day’s work, refreshed 
and invigorated, and turning now and 
again, throughout the day, to their 
Master’s face. 


We too, may train ourselves, in every 
moment of doubt and difficulty, of trial 
and temptations — in every act of daily 
life — to look upon that Face so help- 
ful in its calm strength, so sweet in its 
radiant purity and we, too, shall lead 
noble lives, becoming “strong in the 
Lord and in the power of His might.”

THE LOVE OF GOD 





The Key Word: Love 


This is perhaps the most misinterpret- 
ed term in the English language. Ask 
five persons to define love ... and you 
will receive five completely different per- 
sonal opinions, none of which conveys 
the true meaning of the word. 


Some weeks ago the compiler of these 
lessons discovered a translation of Scrip- 
ture which gives a more complete defi- 
nition of love. Reading from the Ampli- 
fied New Testament, the thirteenth chap- 
ter of Paul’s first letter to the Corin- 
thians, we discovered this: 


“Love endures long and is patient 
and kind; love never is envious nor 
boils over with jealousy; is not boastful 
or vainglorious, does not display itself 
haughtily. 


“It is not conceited — arrogant and 
inflated with pride; it is not rude (un- 
mannerly), and does not act unbecom- 
ingly. Love [God’s love in us] does not 
insist on its own rights or its own way, 
for it is not self-seeking; it is not touchy 
or fretful or resentful; it takes no ac- 
count of the evil done to it — pays no 
attention to a suffered wrong. 


“It does not rejoice at injustice and 
unrighteousness, but rejoices when right 
and truth prevail. 


“Love bears up under anything and 
everything that comes, is ever ready to 
believe the best of every person, its 
hopes are fadeless under all circum- 
stances and it endures everything [with- 
out weakening]. 


“Love never fails — never fades out 
or becomes obsolete or comes to an 
eid’... 


Now take this definition as recorded 
by the Apostle Paul and apply it to our 
own personal lives. Measure our capaci- 
ty for love by this divinely inspired 
yardstick, and see whether or not we 
fall short. 


Many of us are guilty of mistaking 
physical attraction or mere affection for 
love. The true test of our mettle comes 
in the hours of crises, misfortune or’ 
sorrow. It is then that many of us real- 
ize, sometimes too late, that we mis- 
judged our capacity for love. 


Earthly friends may fail us but we 
have the assurance that there is One 
who sticketh closer than a brother. His 
love endures forever. As His followers, 
He protects us beneath the shadow of 
His wing. 





The Key Verse: Jeremiah 31:3 


“Yea, I have loved thee with an ever. 
lasting love: therefore with lovingkind. 
ness have I drawn thee.” 


Notice God’s love for man is personal, 
“TI have loved thee.” God has endowed 
us with more faculties for enjoyment 
than any other creature in the universe 
possesses. He has given us intellect, by 
which we can enjoy the pleasures of 
meditation; social affection, by which 
we can enjoy the blessings of friend. 
ship; spiritual affinity, by which we can 
have kinship with the source of all life 
and blessedness. 


Also note that His love is everlasting. 
Humanity had nothing to do with ex. 
citing it. Christ had nothing to do with 
procuring it. His meditation was the 
effect, not the cause of God’s love for 
man. His meditation was no after 
thought. The Lamb was slain before 
the foundation of the world. 


God’s love for man is attractive. Kind- 
ness is always attractive; and its at- 
tracting power is always in proportion 
to its spontaneity, disinterestedness, and 
magnanimity. 


Would that we might understand the 
meaning of the expression, “The love 
of God.” It is hinted at in this world. 
Passing along the street, one may hear 
strains of music, and say, “That is from 
Beethoven, or Mozart, I recognize the 
movement.” 


So in this life, we catch and recognize 
strains of the love of God. We behold 
it in the mother’s self-denying love, and 
in the little child’s innocent affection. 
But these things are only hints. 


The Key Fact: God Draws Us To- 
ward Him 


Scarcely anybody likes to be driven, 
but there are very few who do not in 
their hearts enjoy the drawing process. 
Cast round about the heart those myster- 
ious cords of love, as soft as silk and 
yet as strong as steel; ah! they cannot 
be resisted, and the wonder of it is that 
there is any desire to resist them. 


Love has conquered us. Its cords 
have been let down from heaven to en- 
circle and lift us out of the abyss, just 
as was done to Jeremiah when he was 
in the pit. Ropes were lowered by 
friends, and he was drawn up to life 
and liberty. 


Yes, it is the Cross that draws us. 
What a magnet is that Cross! The pow- 
er of the atonement is felt by all who 
believe and accept, and by it are made 


willing to enter into the blessing of God. 


Some of us scarcely know how, but 
we finally found ourselves beneath the 
bloodstained tree. We had turned out 
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back upon it for many a year, but it 
turned us around at last. Blessed be the 
Name of our loving Saviour! These 
cords are still drawing men to Him. 
How can anyone resist the love of God 
in Jesus Christ?

The Key Word: Light 


Christ was the Light spoken of by 
the prophet. To the Jews, how well cal- 
culated was His appearance to clear up 
the obscurities of their own Mosaic 
ritual and prophetic declarations! 


To the Gentiles, no less did the com- 
ing of Christ present a religion able, for 
the first time, to resolve all their doubts, 
to satisfy all their wants, and unite 
the whole family of man under one 
great Head. 


Notice that it was a sudden light, un- 
expected by most, and undeserved by 
all. It was the Sun of Righteousness, 
Jesus Christ, that rose upon a benighted 
world. It was the great true light. It 
shines with a ray which, said John, 
“lighteth every man that cometh into 
the world.” 


It is that which is adapted to man as 
man, beaming with an evidence to be 
resisted only by willful blindness, and 
convincing all with a force which leaves 
without excuse the wanderer who perish- 
es in his sin. It is a Divine light shining 
from the very throne of God Himself. 

Picture to yourself a traveler over- 
taken by night in a defile, the sky con- 
cealed from his view by clouds and 
darkness; hearing wild beasts ready to 
attack him and imagine his terror as 
he seeks in vain for a refuge. If to this 
man a glimmering light shines from a 
distant cottage, what joy, what hope of 
escape would burst upon his mind! 


Yet this but faintly represents the 
true scene, for the light from God is not 
a transitory light which may soon be 
extinguished, but a bright light arising 
in the land; a light that originated in 
heaven to shine on benighted man. 


Some North American Indian tribes 
formerly held their New Year’s feast 
with revolting ceremonies. Their sick 
and aged were neglected, and sometimes 
put to death to avoid the trouble of 
caring for them. But since missionaries 
brought them the Gospel and they be- 
came Christians their New Year’s feast 
is kept in a very different way. 


Before it begins a list of the aged and 


sick is prepared. Bundles of good things 
are packed up and sent to each by the 
fleetest runners, who consider it a joy 
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and not a burden. Surely these people 
“have seen a great light.” 


The Key Verse: Isaiah 6:9 


“For unto us a child is born, unto us 
a son is given: and the government 
shall be upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Coun- 
selor, The mighty God, The everlasting 
Father, The Prince of Peace.” 


It is not necessary to suppose that the 
prophet knew the literal meaning of 
his own words. He is but a poor preach- 
er who knows all that he has said in his 
sermon. Had the prophet done so, he 
would be no longer the contemporary 
of his own epoch. It is the glory of 
prophecy to feel after. 


It is the glory of science to say long 
before the planet is discovered — there 
is another world there: no telescope has 
seen it, no message of light has been 
received from it consciously, but keep 
your telescope in that direction, there 
must be a starry pulse just there. 


It is the glory of the prophet to see 
signs which have infinite meanings — 
to see the harvest in the seed, the noon- 
day in the faintest tint of dawn, the 
mighty man in the helpless infant, the 
Socrates in the embryo. 


This pre-vision made the prophets 
seemingly mad. Their knowledge was 
to them but a prison, so small, so dark, 
yet now and again almost alive with a 
glory all but revealed. The horizon was 
loaded with gloom, yet here and there 
a rent showed them that heaven was im- 
mediately behind, and might at any 
moment make the dark cold earth bright 
and warm with eternal summer.

“Seek fellowship with Zeus,” cried 
Epictetus, in a last, eager, desperate ap- 
peal. Alas! it was the Zeus that was 
wanting; and to find him Epictetus 
must pass his disciples on to a higher 
school. 


There was a yearning for God, for 
personal fellowship with God, for per- 
sonal likeness to God, unknown to the 
older ages; marking a grand advance 
in the aspiration and effort of the no- 
blest and most far-seeing spirits. 


“But who is this Zeus, the god of 
whom you talk, that I may believe on 
him,” was the questioning cry which 
grew more hopeless and more agoniz- 
ing generation after generation; to 
which tradition had no answer, to which 
philosophy had no answer, to which re- 
ligion had no answer; to which no an- 
swer was possible until One stood on 
the earth and said, “No man hath seen 
God at any time; the only-begotten 
Son, which is in the bosom of the Fath- 
er, He hath declared Him.” Then man 
began to look up and live!
